WON AND LOST 

The United Statp.s News re¬ 
cently compiled what it terms 
“The New Deal's ‘Won and Lost' 
Record in the Supreme Court.” 

Two Court terms have been 
c r.cluded in wnich Administra- 
ti ns, throwing parties and spend- 
In 13 cases, the Administration 
has been sustained. In 11 it has 
lost. 

Cases in which it has been up¬ 
held Include such measures as: 
Gold devaluation, the Tl/A, the 
arms embargo, the silver pur¬ 
chase policy, the 2nd Frazier- 
Lemke farm mortgage morator¬ 
ium act, the social security mea¬ 
sures. 

Cases which it has lost involved 
the NRA, the AAA, the Guffey 
Coal Act, the Rail Pension Act, 
and the Municipal Bankruptcy 
Act. 

Most favorable to Administra¬ 
tion laws, says the News, was 
Mr. Justice Cardozo, who cast 19 
votes for New Deal laws and 5 
against. 

Most unfavorable was Mr. Jus¬ 
tice McReynolds -5 for New Deal , 
hws, 19 against. | 

It is interesting to note that | 
Mr. Carodozo was appointed by a 
Republican — President Hoover; 
Mr. McReynolds by a Democrat— 
President Wilson. 

A^ENSIBLE LAW 

A new state law that everyone 
should feverently wish will be en¬ 
forced to the letter becomes ef¬ 
fective August 27. It merely re¬ 
quires that headlight beams be 
depressed when approaching with¬ 
in 500 feet of an oncoming ve¬ 
hicle at night.

AlKiUST A MONTH OF OFFORTUNITY^ 
FOR THE TAXFAYERS 


By RALPH H. TAYLOR

C ALIFORNIA taxpayers have 
an opportunity during Au¬ 
gust to determine, at least 
to some extent, the size of the 
tax bills they will reap for the 
coming year. They have an op¬ 
portunity to voice their approval 
or disapproval of proposed county 
and school district budgets; to 
demand a check-rein on expendi¬ 
tures, if they feel that spending 
is out of bounds. 

And failure to exercise the pri¬ 
vilege is likely to prove costly 
oversight. The trend in local gov¬ 
ernment is undeniably upward. 
Many increases this year will be 
mandatory, due to liberalized old 
age pensions, increased aid for 
orphans and the blind, and mount¬ 
ing relief requirements in some 
areas. But in addition to these 
mandatory increases, there will be 
demands for budget boosts in 
many counties which are neither 
mandatory nor necessary. Tax¬ 
spending groups are exceedingly 
active. And the taxpayer no 
longer has the protection of the 
5 per cent limitation on expendi¬ 
ture increases, for the Legisla¬ 
ture failed to re-enact it. This 
year the taxpayer must be his 
own watchdog, or pay for his 
negligence! 

For the taxpayer who is de¬ 
termined to have representation 
in tax-determination, here are some 
dates to put down on the calan- 
der: 

Aug. 10. — Supervisors revise 
preliminary county budgets and 
prepare printed or mimeographed 
copies for taxpayers. Copies may 
be had on request. 

Aug'. 20 - Supervisors hold 

open budget hearings; any tax¬ 
payer has a right to attend and 
have his voice in the proceedines. 
Aug. 30—Final budgets adopted. 
Sept. 1 — Ta.x rates are fixed. 
For educational budgets, school 
boards are required to hold open 
hearings by Aug. 10 in cases 
stipulated in the school code, and 
resubmit their budgets to county 
school superintendents. By Aug. 
15, the county superintendent ap¬ 
proves the budget and files a copy 
with the supervisors showing tne 
amount of school taxes needed, 
which the supervisors must levy 
ami cause to be collected. 

County government costs in Cal¬ 
ifornia during 1936 jumped to 


WHEN THE DAM GOES OUT 


“The day we lose our freedom 
of the press, that day we get a 
dictator. If such a day ever 
comes, it isn’t going to make any 
difference to public or publi.shers 
what type of dictator he calls 
himself. Every vestige of our per¬ 
sonal freedom will be gone.” 

The above editorial statement in 
the Inyo (Calif.) Independent 
summarizes the conclusions of 
Prof. Roy L. French, director of 
the school of journalism at the 
University of Southern California, 
who spent last summer in Europe 
■Studying conditions under which 
g:,vemment controlled newspapers 
operate. In a warning to the pub¬ 
lic against the perils of govern¬ 
ment control of the press. Prof. 
French continues; 

“Freedom of the press is not 
just a matter of concern to the 
newspaper makers. It is vitally 
your busine.s3, too. Most people 
do not realize this. Few people 
know just what ‘freedom of the 
pre.ss’ actually means. 

“Time and again this writer 
has been asked: ‘Well, do we 
actually have a free press In the 
United States ? Don’t Hearst, 
Chandler, et al, control the press 
here?’ 

“And the answer to that is: 
‘Yes, they do, and that’s why it 
is a free press.’ 

“Press freedom means .simply 
free from the control of govern¬ 
ment. That is all the Constitu¬ 
tion ever granted. The very fact 
that publishers in this countrv 
may voice a disagreement with 
any and all policies of the par¬ 
ticular group in power, is the 
finest evidence you can have of 
a free press. 

“You may not agree with the 
publisher’s views, but you may 


very well thank your lucky stars 
that he has a right to express 
those views without fear of being 
suppressed by the current admin¬ 
istrators of government. ; 

“Such suppre.sslon would. 1 be¬ 
lieve, only mildly affect the busi- 
nais of the publisher. Hut it 
would affect the free printing of 
news of the activities of gov 
ernmental servants, and that, is 
your hu.dness. 

“Furthermore, the moment 
newspaper comments on the acts 
of the particular group of politi¬ 
cians who are at the moment at 
the head of our government are 
curtailed, the way is opened for 
the greater curtailment of each 
[ citizens’ personal freedom. We 
I have ample proof of this in the 
important countries which now 
are ruled by dictators. 

“Indeed, a dictator can only sur¬ 
vive by suppressing all free 
speech and all free press. The 
very fact of dictatorship means 
that the ordinary citizen is sub¬ 
ject to the whim and caprice of 
another pretty ordinary citizen 
who has set himself up as ab¬ 
solute ruler over his fellow men. 

“We do not have a dictator in 
this country. And the pierson is 
talking nonesense who says we 
have. We’ll nover have a dictator 
so long as our pre.ss is free to 
print without hindrance from the 
government. The day we lose our 
freedom of the press, that day 
we get a dictator. 

“It is your (the public’s) busi¬ 
ness, this freedom of the press. 
It is one of your most valuable 
pos.sessions. Don’t ever, for any 
reason, let it be taken away from 
you.” 


I $265,000,000, an increase of $23.-

or treble that amount, unless tax¬ 
payers come to their own defense. 
Nor can the responsibility for 
such Increases be placed entirely 
on boards of supervisors and 
other public officials. 

Here is the county official’s 
side of the story, as stated a 
few days ago by a county su¬ 
pervisor : 

“In every county, and every 
community, local officials are fac¬ 
ing insistent demands for in¬ 
creased expenditures. Some of the 
requests have merit; many are 
merely demands of selfish groups 
which • have become accustomed 
to ‘asking and receiving.’ 

“But tax-spenders invariably 
I outnumber the taxpayers at bud- 
I get hearing time. The spenders 
I are on the job, demanding what 
they want. The payers are pro- 
' bably grumbling, but they don’t 
: come to the court house to do it.” 

I That statement is something of 
! a challenge to taxpayers; it con- 
, tains a great deal of truth. Cer- 
: tainly, California farmers, who 
rank among the state’s heaviest 
taxpayers, should be on the job 
at budget time - and make then 
influence felt in behalf of econo¬ 
mical government. And home- 
j owners, business men and other 
common property taxpayers should 
join with them. The new uniform 
budget law makes budgets easier 
of understanding; it makes pos¬ 
sible comparisons with other coun¬ 
ties for like services; it is to be 
hoped that taxpayers will make 
1 the most of their opportunity.
